THE proposal to install an electrical voting machine 
in the hall of representatives at Washington is cer- 
tainly an excellent one, as it now takes 45 minutes to 
complete a vote in the house and there is no reason 
why this time should not be reduced to 5 minutes. 
There can be no reason for spending nine times the 
necessary time in taking a record vote when all par- 
ties are anxious to proceed with expedition. By means 
of a machine entirely accurate results can be obtained 
and in an entirely satisfactory manner. And there 
would most likely be an important gain in the order 
of the house and the intelligent as well as expeditious 
transaction of business. Only the Chinese sort of con- 
servatism can defeat the proposal. 


THE commerce of Africa amounts to over $700,000,- 
000, of which $429,000,000 represented the value of 
the imports. Necessarily in so large an area with so 
many tribes and peoples who keep no records of their 
transactions, a considerable amount of commerce must 
pass without being recorded in any way. The total 
imports at the ports where records are kept amounted 
in the latest available year to $429,461,000, and the 
exports to $263,907,000. Of the exports, a large share, 
especially those from the South, is gold and dia- 
monds; in the tropical region, ivory, rubber, palm 
nuts and gums; and in the north a fair share of the 
exports are products of agriculture, cotton, coffee, 
cacao, spices, dates, etc. The export figures of recent 
years are less than those of former years, owing to 
the hostilities in South Africa, which have both re- 
duced production and increased local consumption. 


An unenlightened stove manufacturer writes us 
asking how it is that the promoters of “kindergarten’’ 
stove trust can promise the managership of a division 
to four or five men in several different firms. Why, 
there’s nothing out of the way about this. After the 
plants are made over and the combination is formed 
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an active division manager at a large salary will be 


appointed in each district. Then there will probably 
be (judging from the promises made) about twenty- 
four honorary division managers in each district who 
will serve without salary. We think the stove manu- 
facturer who accused the promoters of the “kinder- 
garten” association of misrepresentation was in the 
The president, secretary, New York man and 
Chicago man, not only of the concern he mentions, but 
of four or five of their competitors, will all be made 
division managers as promised—only one will be ac- 
tive, however—the rest will be honorary.

THERE is one tool that is too often neglected by me- 
chanical experts and that is the English language. 
This is largely due to the disposition among the facul- 
ties of various technical schools in the country to sub- 
ordinate the study of English to scientific subjects. 
We coincide with the Electrical Review in its state- 
ment that “The value of an engineering report does 
not depend so much upon the erudition and the famil- 
iarity with the subject exhibited by the engineer mak- 
ing it as it does upon his ability to make clear and 
explicit his reasons, to show logically the origin of 
his deductions, and to impress others with his conclu- 
sions. It is precisely this art which has been neglected. 
Facility in the use of language is a tool in the hands of 
a competent man with which he can accomplish much. 
Mere knowledge without this facility is practically 
useless.” 


THE COMMANDING position of the United States in 
the production and manufacture of iron and steel is 
illustrated by some figures published in the London 
Commercial Intelligence. The world’s total product 
of pig iron in Ig01, it says, amounted to 40,408,000 
tons, of which the United States contributed 15,878,- 
000 tons; the United Kingdom, 7,750,000 tons; Ger- 
many, 7,063,000 tons; Russia, 3,100,000 tons; France, 
2,302,000 tons, and the remainder of the world, 3,- 
655,000 tons. Comparing the product of 1901 with 
that of the annual average for the five-year period 
1866-70, it will be seen that the United States has 
increased its iron steel output far more rapidly than 
any other nation, the figures being United States, 
from 1,464,000 tons to 15,878,000 tons, an increase of 
985 per cent; United Kingdom, from 5,133,000 tons 
to 7,750,000 tons, an increase of 51 per cent; Ger- 
many, from 1,226,000 tons to 7,663,000 tons, an in- 
crease of 525 per cent; and the entire world exclusive 
of the countries mentioned, from 2,710,000 tons to 
9,117,000 tons, an increase of 236 per cent. 


James R. Mann, one of Illinois’ leading congress- 
men, made a very able speech recently before the 
House of Representatives, in which he forcibly point- 
ed out the necessity of a suitable Chinese-exclusion 
act to take the place of the present law, which will 
shortly expire by limitation. In the course of his re- 
marks he said: “The coming conflict with China, 
however, will be more desperate than the one which 
caused the fall of Rome. The civilization of China 
will never amalgamate with the civilization of Amer- 
The people of China and the people of America 


ica. 
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are of two different races, which can never coalesce. 
I do not fear for the future, but wise statesmanship 
requires us to prepare for its possibilities. It is noi 
only our duty to protect the labor of this country from 
the degrading influence and unmeasured competition 
which would come through open Chinese immigra- 
tion, but it is also our duty to prepare for the inevi- 
table conflict, either of commerce or war, or perhaps 
both, between the mighty Chinese Empire and the 
people on one side and Western civilization on the 
other. We need not think that such conflict will be 
easy because of the experience of the past. In our 
dealings with China the past can be no guide to the 
future. The activity of a man when he is awake can 
not be judged by examining him in the stillness of 
sleep. Whether such conflict shall be a commercial 
war or a naval war, it seems to me that it is the duty 
of this country to hold command of the Pacific 


Ocean.” 


OweEN SULLIVAN, president of the Kentucky Laun- 
drymen’s Association, made a telling point in his re- 
cent annual address before that organization in which 
he laid down the necessity of merchants following 
the methods of Morgan and Rockefeller in cutting out, 
as far as possible, the expense of useless competition. 


In the course of his able address he said: 

“Let us take as an example to show what can be done 
along association or community of interests plan. Two of the 
most remarkable men from a money point of view of our 
day are Morgan and Rockefeller. They are doing for others 
what they have failed to do for themselves. They are not 
especially brilliant in any unusual way, but they are ‘thinkers.’ 
They have studied ‘causes and effects.’ They have reasoned 
that if business men can spend hundreds of thousands fight- 
ing each other every year, in cutting prices in various ways, 
why should it not be a good plan to combine those dissatisfied 
business men with a uniform price on the community of inter- 
est plan? They have reasoned that the dissensions and bick- 
ering arise from the internal part of those engaged in that 
particular calling. They have figured it out that if a business 
is worth $1,000, on the go-as-you-please plan, it can be stocked 
and made pay on a capital of $5,000 on the community of in- 
terests idea. And this is the central idea on which two of the 
greatest men of our time are making their millions. They 
have seen enough of life to know that business opportunities 
don’t go round with tags on them yelling out, ‘Who will take 
me?’ They know you must seek them out, study them and 
take advantage of conditions as they arise. So in the mean- 
time let us merge ourselves into a Morgan or a Rockefeller, 
and make a uniform price that will give us a safe return on 
our capital invested.” 





MANUFACTURERS in different lines are enjoying a 
season of unusual prosperity. They have an abundance 
of orders on hand not only for present needs, but in 
anticipation of future ones as well. In fact if manu- 
facturers should suddenly deliver all the goods they 
have contracts for making they would bankrupt the 
jobbing interests of the country. The reason for this 
is not far to seek as the bulk of orders on which manu- 
facturers are working to-day are for future delivery, 
shrewd buyers having taken precautions to see that 
they were not left in the lurch next August or Novem- 
ber by a famine in the market in the particular line of 
supplies in which they are most interested. Many 
manufacturers seem to have adapted themselves to this 
new regime with surprising easiness, and to have for- 
gotten that there was a time orders were scarcer than 
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hen’s teeth. When such.a period comes again they 
will be painfully surprised and will be rudely jolted out 
of their present complacent manner as they see the 
volume of orders falling off and no new ones coming 
in. Then they will have to go digging and will find 
that their competitors have walked off with the cream 
of the trade. The way to prevent this undesirable state 
of affairs is to make provision for future orders by 
present advertising. Prosperity is not necessarily per- 
petual. It must be admitted that many of our manu- 
facturing friends have a good thing, but in order to 
keep it they must take measures accordingly. Experi- 
enced advertisers tell us that in the present race for fu- 
ture orders they find liberal doses of publicity even 
more helpful than under the old regime when a hand- 
to-mouth system was the rule.

“Retailers who have undertaken to maintain a buying 
exchange have been short sighted; and have always 
come to grief.

A WRITER in a house organ lays down a faithful re- 
production ef existing conditions when he says: “If a 
man could enter a crowded field and offer better goods 
at less money than his competitors, and in addition to 
that would offer more good outside service than any 
of them, and would state these things and prove them, 
and guarantee his goods in every way—you’d think 
he’d soon haye the world by the tail, so to speak. Now 
wouldn’t you? 

“You'd think the people who bought his kind of 
goods would tear their clothes to get to him, wouldn't 
you? 

“But they don’t—that is, a lot of them don’t. 
is what happens. 

“The man who’s used to paying a high price and 
not getting much for it, and letting the other fellow get 
the big end of the profit, sees the good offer of the en- 
terprising man. He says: ‘It can’t be true—l’ve been 
paying more, and not getting as much, all these years, 
and if the enterprising man’s offer is on the square, 
I’ve been hoodwinked to the thirty-third degree. It 
can’t be true, because I’m no fool!’ 

“And the high-priced, old-fashioned manufacturer’s 
salesman comes along with a hammer, knocks the en- 
terprising man a few times, says it can’t be done, says 
it pays to be conservative, and ‘the man’ continues to 
pay the freight.”

I note an alleged communication of an astound- 
ing character in the columns of an eastern contem- 
porary anent the projected “kindergarten” stove com- 
bine. This letter fairly squirts fulsome praise with a 
hose pipe over the coterie of stove manufacturers who 
are in on the ground floor of this enterprise, making 
Washington, Hampden and Socrates very ordinary 
characters in comparison. This writer has evolved 
the remarkable theory “that salaries that some indi- 
vidual firm may have been able to pay, the consolida- 
tion cannot pay as a start off.” In other words, the 
man who manages a stove business with fifty foun- 
dries isn’t going to have as large a salary as the presi- 
dent of a single plant gets to-day. 

This is strange economy. This era of low salaries 
will be brought about by the president and board of 
directors of the consolidation having force of charac- 
ter and backbone enough to stop their ears and close 
their eyes to the pleading for favorites in favored po- 
sitions at large salaries. 

The trouble with this “kindergarten” combine is 
that the promoter in chief has a coterie of lieutenants 
around him each of which is intent on feathering his 
nest. The writer of this alleged communication has 
evidently bitten off more than he can chew. He seeks 
to give the impression that with a wise economy and 
nice, honest, good officers the trust No. 2 is going 
through with a hurrah in spite of the fact that Mr. 
Baker has the largest following for his trust and that 
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two-thirds of the stove manufacturing fraternity are 
opposed to any and all trusts. In the same article this 
writer attempts to show that the success of the trust 
is doubtful, as he says: “If the president and board of 
directors of the consolidation have force of character 
and backbone enough to be a guide unto themselves 
and steer clear of the rocks that have been disastrous 
to two combinations in our trade it will succeed.” 

This attempted riding of two different horses is a 
strenuous task. The equine beauties, “Future Econ- 
omy” and “Past Failure” do not pull well in double 
harness.

“Although the axe of the woodman has been wielded 
in the United States for upwards of three centuries, the 
forestry area of our country, exclusive of Alaska, and 
recent accessions of territory, is still estimated to 
comprise seven hundred million acres, covering over a 
million square miles. The merchantable timber stand 
of the United States is believed to aggregate one

-thousand three hundred and eighty billion feet board 


measure. It has also been computed that the annual 
cut of merchantable timber in the United States is 
twenty-five billion feet board measure, or somewhat 
less than the supposed annual increase of such timber. 
It does not appear to be generally known that the an- 
nual value of our forests’ products approximate nine 
hundred million dollars, thus ranking second only to 
the products of agriculture.

A Goop deal of encouragement to the manufacturing 
interests of the country is found in the detailed state- 
ment of commerce for the month of April and the 
ten months ending with April, just issued by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics. It shows that manu- 
facturers’ materials formed one-half of the importa- 
tions during the month of April, and in the ten 
months formed over 16 per cent of the total; while 
the exports of manufactures in the month of April 
formed 36.54 per cent of the total exports, against 
29.15 per cent in April, 1901, and for the ten months 
ending with April, 1902, they formed 28.55 per cent 
of the total exports, as compared with 27.40 per cent 
in the corresponding months of the preceding fiscal 
year. The total value of manufacturers’ materials 
imported in the ten months ending with April this 
year is $348,657,061, as against $280,801,407 in the 


corresponding months of last year.

ROUND OAK YEAR BOOK. 


The estate of P. D. Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich., has 
a right to be proud of the appearance and contents of 
its Round Oak Year Book for 1902.

The legs are made of malleable iron fitted and bolt- 
ed solidly to the bottom.

The patterns: for the Beckwith air-tight for wood 
only are entirely new this year. The body is made 
of 18 gauge charcgal iron and is securely riveted at 
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top and bottom. To give the stove greater durabil- 
ity the lower part is lined with cast iron. It has a 
large feed door in front and an extra large opening 
in the top for chunks of wood. 

The top is surmounted with open cast work, swing 
top with nickel plated urn. . It has wide polished nick- 
eled top ring and heavy polished nickeled side foot 
rails. 

The Round Oak flourished steel range is admir- 
ably put together. The doors are ground on. The 
draft slide is adjusted air-tight. The covers are 
turned in a lathe and the cover seats are ground out 
true, preventing the usual leakage of air into the top 
of the range. The warming closet has a round roll- 
ing door. An independent cast iron base has been 
added. The grate can be quickly taken out without 
disturbing the fire back or front. 

Particular attention has been given to the insula- 
tion of the outer walls of the range. The thickness of 
the asbestos insulation is almost one-half inch and 
the heat radiated into the room by ranges having the 
usual thin insulation is utilized in the oven. The 
Round Oak furnaces have an ash pit in one solid 
single-piece casting. The door frame is cast on and 
the ash-pit door is ground on air-tight. 

The bottom ring, on which both furnace and cast- 
ing rest, is cast in one piece with guides for furnace 
bottom, bringing the work all. in line. 

This resume of the very complete and interesting 
line of goods shown is quite incomplete. The trade 
should write this firm for one, kindly adding: “Saw 
it in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN.”

Mr. Corey’s address was followed by loud applause, and 
during the session of the convention he was frequently called 
upon for advice upon many points of organization which 
were constantly arising. The convention adjourned at 1:00 
p. m. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


After an hour spent for dinner, the members recon- 
vened at 2:00 p. m. The first thing on the program was 
the reports of committees. The committee on constitution 
presented the following report, which after some debate was 
adopted : 
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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE I. 
NAME, 
The name of this organization shall be “The Nebraska 
Hardware Dealers’ Association.” 
ARTICLE II. 
OFFICERS 
The officers of this Association shall be: one President, 
three Vice Presidents, one Secretary and Treasurer, who shall 
be elected on the regular meeting in each year. 
ARTICLE III. 
ORDER OF BUSINESS. 
The order of business snall be: 
1. Roll call of officers. 


2. Reading of minutes of last regular and call meetings. 
3. Reports of committees.

4. New or unfinished business. 

5. Propositions for the good of the Association. 
6. Adjournment. 


ARTICLE IV. 
MEETING. 

The regular meetings of this Association shall be held 
annually at such places as the members present at any regular 
meeting may decide. 

ARTICLE V. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Any person or company who is now or shall hereafter 
engage in the retail hardware business, and carry a full and 
complete assortment of the same, may become members of

this Association by making application to the Secretary, and 
paying into the treasury the amount of dues prescribed in 
the By-Laws. 
ARTICLE VI. 
ADMISSION FEE AND DUES. 

The admission fee to membership shall be $3.00, payable 
in advance, which fee shall include the dues until the regular 
meeting in February following. The annual dues shall be 
$3.00, payable at each regular meeting. 

ARTICLE VII. 
COM MITTEE. 

The President shall appoint a committee of three, who 

shall together with the President and Secretary constitute an 
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executive committee. He shall also appoint an auditing com- 
mittee of three, who shall serve during his term of office. 
ARTICLE VIII. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS AND COMMITEES. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to pre- 
side over all regular and call meetings, to exercise super- 
visory control over the affairs of the Association, to carry out 
and enforce all measures adopted by the Association, and to 
fill all vacancies in the offices by appointment. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice President to offi- 
ciate for the President in his absence or disability. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer to keep accurately the minutes of all regular and call 
meetings of the Association, to keep correctly the account of 
all moneys received and disbursed; to issue certificates of 
membership to all members and to render a correct account 
of the same to the Association at its regular meetings, and 
perform such other duties as may be required of him from 
time to time. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee 
to take charge of and settle all questions of dispute or other- 
wise that may be referred to them, to act in conjunction with 
the president, in the general supervision over the Association 
and to make a report of the same at the next regular meeting. 

ARTICLE IX. 
VOTING. 

Section 1. Each person or firm holding membership shall 
be entitled to one vote only, on all subjects and at the elec- 
tion of officers. 

Sec. 2. All questions introduced by motion shall be de- 
cided by a majority vote of all members present. 

Sec. 3. All changes in the Constitution and By-Laws shall 
require a two-thirds majority vote of all members present. 

ARTICLE X. 
AMENDMENTS. 

Thirty days’ notice shall be given to the Association of 
any proposed change in the constitution and by-laws, except 
in the cases of emergency, when the rules may be suspended 
by a majority vote of all members present, and such changes 
taken up for immediate action. 


ARTICLE XI. 
QUORUM. 
Ten members in good standing in the Association shall 
constitute a quorum. 
Three members of the executive committee at call meet- 
ings shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE XII. 
REPRESENTATIVE, 

All persons, firms, or companies holding membership shall 
be represented at any regular or call meeting in person and 
not by proxy. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
OFFENSE. 

In case a violation of the resolutions of this Association, 
by any hardware manufacturer or jobber, thereby affecting 
the business of any member of this organization, the member 
thus affected shall call on or correspond with such manufac- 
turers or jobbers and endeavor to adjust the same, and if not 
satisfactorily adjusted, he shall then notify the Secretary of 
his action, giving sufficient evidence as to the facts in the case, 
who shall immediately take the matter up, and if not then 
adjusted, the Secretary shall present the matter to the Inter- 
state Association for adjustment, and if not satisfactorily set- 
tled shall notify each and every member of the Association, 
who shall discontinue to patronize such manufacturer or 
jobber. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

By subscribing to the constitution and by-laws the person, 
firm or corporation thereby agrees and is pledged to conduct 
his business in accordance with the same. He also agrees to 
«carry out explicity all requests of the Executive Committee, 
especially in matters relating to the violation of the constitu- 
tion and by-laws by jobbers and manufacturers, or resolu- 
tions adopted at any regular meeting of the Association. 

The committee on‘ resolutions presented the following 
resolutions which were unanimously adopted : 






Resolved, That every member present shall use every 
effort to enroll every legitimate hardware dealer in the state 
as to make our association a success. 

Resolved, That we affiliate with the National Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this association are hereby 
tendered the hardware dealers of Hastings and Holstein 
for the able manner in which they worked to make this meet- 
ing a success; especially Alex. F. Meyer, to whom much of 
the credit for this organization is due. 

Resolved, That the Nebraska hardware dealers are op- 
posed to the Parcel Post bill and will use every honorable 
means to defeat this measure. 

Resolved, That we recognize and appreciate the interest 
shown by the National Hardware Dealers’ Association in 
sending their secretary to assist us in organizing; that Mr. 
Corey has contributed very much to the success and interest 
of this meeting and we hereby extend our thanks by a rising 
vote.

STEEL OUTPUT IN 101. 


The American Steel and Iron Association, in an esti- 
mate compiled from complete manufacturing statistics, 
shows that production of Bessemer steel ingots in the 
United States during 1901 increased 30% per cent over 
1900, and was much the largest in our history, while 
output of steel rails increased 20 per cent. The asso- 
ciation believes that final estimates will show a produc- 
tion of about 2,875,000 tons of all kinds of rails for 
1901. It notes that this figure more than doubles the 
high-record figures of British production of Bessemer 
steel rails, which was 1,235,785 tons in 1882. Both in 
ingots and rails the 1901 American production broke all 
records. For Bessemer ingots the figures for 1901 
compare as follows:

THE CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The condition of the Chicago iron market for the 
past week has been very strong, and there are no symp- 
toms of a greater quietude. 

A quantity of Northern iron is being offered for de- 
livery in the last quarter of the year, but there is none 
of this iron on hand for any earlier deliveries than this. 

Buyers are not holding off for lower prices, but are 
covering for all of this year, and some are even getting 
orders for next year’s delivery. 

There has been no exceptional demand for Lake Su- 
perior Charcoal the last fortnight, as the available sup- 
ply is very small. 

Pig iron is unusually hard to get for anything like 
early delivery.

HICKORY HANDLES.

While the desirabil- 
ity of such a standard list is not to be questioned, still 
it is a very difficult problem to prepare one . which 
will meet all demands. For instance, the western trade 
requires a handle of longer reach than the Canadian 
trade, where a 28-inch handle seems to be best adapted 
to the stature of the average wood-chopper. The 
same rule holds forth all over the world—what a Ger- 
man woodchopper would consider the proper handle a 
Frenchman would not or could not use; the British 
people demand a peculiar style of handle, while their 
colonies have their own ideas as to a proper shape for 
handles. Nearly every country has a separate list and it 
is doubtful if a general list can be compiled that will 
give anything near like all around satisfaction—at least 
not for the present.
